German Motors Machine-Gunned 
German troop-carrying motor ve­

bad weather conditions interfered 
with air operations.

Contradictory Report 
(The German high command 
said Greek troops fighting east 
of the Vardar river "capitulated 
and laid down their amis" yes­ 
terday morning.”) 
Strong Greek defenses in this 
area are situated along the Bul­ 
garian frontier at Rupel Pass and 
further to the east on the Nevrokop 
Plateau, all of which were sliced 
off by the nazi drive down the 
Vardar from Yugoslavia 
to Sal­ 
onika. 
Athens tiad two air raid alarms 
during the night and another in 
mid-morning today but no bombs 
fell in the city proper. 
Yugoslav Troops Cooperative 
The Yugoslav legation here re­ 
ported that Yugoslav troops push­ 
ing south from Scutari, in Northern 
Albania, had crossed Ute Drin river 
and they appeared to be cooperaUng 
With Greek forces further south in

to squeeze out the 
Italians before Ute nazis can com­ 
plete Uieir westward dash to Join 
their axis ally. 
Tile Greek command said heavy 
losses were inflicted on Italians in 
Albania yesterday during local ac­ 
tions. 
"The nazis retreated in confu­ 
sion," he said, "leaving large num­ 
bers of dead and wounded and 
abundant material, consisting main­ 
ly of hand grenades and portable 
wireless transmitters.”

St. Louis, April IO (AP)—A new 
principle in medical treatment in 
which large amounts of artificially 
made body fluids are used to detoxi­ 
fy or neutralize poisons was report­ 
ed today to an American chemical 
society meeting. 
The treatment as explained by Dr. 
Gustav J. M artin and Marvin R. 
Thompson of the Warner Institute 
for Therapeutic Research, New York 
city, is to inject into the veins a 
combination of five chemicals to 
reinforce the body’s normal resist­ 
ance. 
Conditions in which the treatment 
has been found effective range from 
wounds and bums, dye and lead 
poisoning to toxemia of pregnancy 
sonous effects of alcohol have been 
and nervous shock. 
It aLso has been found effective 
in preventing alcoholic hangovers if 
taken before an intoxicated person 
goes to bed. 
He awakens feeling 
completely normal because the poi- 
neutralized, Dr. Martin said in an 
interview. 
He added that m an’s ability to 
fight off poisons in his system de­ 
pends largely on the supply of chem­ 
icals in the body which detoxify 
posions. 
In 
the case of severe 
wounds and 
burns, for example, 
histamine, a natural body chemical, 
Is released as a poison into the blood 
stream, and if tile body does not 
have a sufficient supply of detoxi­ 
cants the person becomes extremely 
ill and may die.

Senate Adjourns in 
Tribute to Veteran 
Texas Senator 


[By the Associated Press] 
W ashington, April IO—C hairm an­ 
ship of the senate m ilitary 
com­ 
mittee, which plays an influential 
role in shaping 
national 
defense 
legislation,- appeared likely today to 
pass into the hands of 
strapping, 
ruddy-faced Robert Rice Reynolds, 
N orth Carolina dem ocrat often at 
odds with President Roosevelt’s for­ 
eign policies. 
The death yesterday of 
veteran 
Senator Morris Sheppard, 
Texas 
dem ocrat who had headed the com­ 
m ittee for several years, left Rey­ 
nolds as the ranking m ajority m em ­ 
ber 
w ith 
apparently 
undisputed 
claim 
to 
the 
chairm anship. 
Al­ 
though Reynolds would not 
com ­ 
m ent, friends said there 
was 
no 
doubt he would take it. 
Opposed Adm inistration 
Reynolds, first elected to th e sen­ 
ate in 1932. has opposed th e adm in­ 
istration on various foreign policy 
issues, but usually has gone along 
on domestic legislation. 
He 
voted 
against repeal of the arm s embargo 
in 1939 and more recently opposed 
enactm ent of the British aid law. 
On the other hand, he voted with 
the 
adm inistration for enactm ent 
of th e selective service law last fall 
and followed his opposition to the 
B ritish aid bill by voting 
for 
the 
$7,000,000,000 appropriation 
sought 
by the President to Im plem ent the 
term s of tile measure. 
Reynolds’ record thus 
stood 
in 
sharp contrast to th a t of Sheppard, 
a consistent 
adm inistration 
sup­ 
porter. No less m arked was the per­ 
sonal contrast between the two. 
Contrasting Characteristics 
Sheppard, small, quiet and re tir­ 
ing, spoke seldom 
in 
the 
senate. 
Reynolds, a husky 
form er 
track 
captain and football player a t the 
University of North C arolina, is a 
frequent and voluble 
orator. 
His 
favorite theme being th a t congress 
should tighten im m igration restric­ 
tions. 
In a gesture of respect and trib ­ 
ute, the senate arranged to adjourn 
today immediately after m eeting at 
noon.

This indicated the abdom inal 
skin had some connection w ith fat 
production not possessed by other 
parts of the skin.

Berlin, April IO—Bellevue Castle, 
the famous guest house in which 
foreign statesm en are entertained 
when visiting Berlin, was hit by 
bombs during a B ritish raid on the 
Germ an capital last night, authoriz­ 
ed sources disclosed today. 
The gay State opera house on 
Unter Den Linden, Berlin’s down­ 
town Broadway, was viewed as a 
complete loss by firem en as a result 
of the atiack. 
A dense cloud of smoke hung over 
the center of the city this morning, 
attracting hundreds of curious spec­ 
tators, but the section near the thea­ 
tre was roped off and hundreds of 
yards of big fire hoses criss-crossed 
the broad avenue. 
It still was not established how 
many incendiaries had hit the sta te ­ 
ly opera house, which is one of Ht- 
ler’s favorite theaters. 
The incendiaries, apparently com­ 
ing down in bundles, fell on num er­ 
ous other buildings along the ave­ 
nue, Including the historic Prussian 
State library, where the attic was 
burned cut. 
Similarly burned out was the top 
floor of the Emperor William I pal­ 
ace opposite the S tate opera, and 
the right wing of the university 
across the street.

Rev. Utz Prepares Book 
Covering Life of Dr. Day 


The Rev. Lester M Utz. of York 
Springs, has been spending the last 
week at the Lutheran Theological 
seminary here where he is finishing 
the work on “The Life and Letters 
of David A. Day,” which he is writ­ 
ing for the Board of Foreign Mis­ 
sions of the United Lutheran church 
and also as a requirement for the 
BD. degree at the seminary.

William Pitt W augh and John 
Finley were cousins. 
Both men ac­ 
quired slaves and with their labor 
cultivated the wide fertile bottom 
lands bordering th e , Yadkin River. 
The plantations of th a t period were 
largely self-contained. 
Each plan­ 
tation 
having 
its carpenter 
and 
blacksmith shops, its 
worker 
in 
leather, its loom house where the 
cotton and wool, spun by the fe­ 
males, was woven into cloth, or into 
the beautiful coverlets still to be 
found in m any homes. 
But some 
things could not be grown or m an­ 
ufactured on the plantation. Coffee, 
sugar, salt, tea, certain tools, bar 
iron and the finer goods for the pro­ 
prietor and his family—these and 
m any other things had to come by 
wagon from Charleston.
